Even with 14 north- 
bout! lanes, traffic sometimes backs up far 
into Tijuana. The main reasen for delays in 
crossing the border here, as well as at other 
ports, is an increased attempt to combat nur-

Thartijuana comes from remote areas of Mex- 
ico’s interior anc a lot of it funnels toward the 
California tine 

Three men of the U.S. Customs Agency 
Service talked to me about the fight against 
mariuana Special Agents Don Quick and 
Ted Miller, and Special Agent in Charge Fred 
Hancook auid that Mexico has burned some 
of the tmerijuana fields ond seized large 
tiumounts of recent harvests. The United States 
has supplied Mexico with light aircraft and 
helicopters ta aid im the search 

“Cooperation from Mexico t better than 
it ever bas been,” saiel Teel Miller. "They are 
prosecuting suspects who have fled the U.S. 
side to take refuge in Mexico, Their officers 
are now willing to testify in our courts, and 
we are constantly exchanging evidence,” 

The agents said most of the marijuana 
smuguled into California yoes directly to Los 
Angeles. From there it diverges. Some may 
go north, but most goes cast to New York. 
As it travels, so does its price—upward, 

“In the harvest area” said Don Quick, 
“a kilo of marijuana sells for alsout eleht cdol- 
lars. In the U.S. that same 2.2 pounds muy 
bring a much as three hundred dollars.” 

Then they sketched for me the severe 
penalties anvone risks who reaches for these 
high stakes 

“The big problem,” <aicd one of the agents, 
“is that there's just too much money in the 
Stull Mexico's economy is steadily improving, 
but vast areas are still very poor, So poor that 
they cin be controlled by the marijuana deal- 
ers. A local official in one of these areas may 
carn less than sixty dollars a month and then 
somebily offers him a thousand just to 


cooperate with the emugeling operation. It's a 
pretty tough temptation” 

Drugs are not the only problem here. Cali- 
fornia is also a busy part of the border in 


terms. of legal aliens. Joseph E. Dupuis, Off- 


eer in Charge of Immigration at San Ysidro, 
told me the port has twenty-five million cross- 
ings annually. This includes about half a 
millidn vehicles and nearly half a million 
pedestrians a month. Everybody who crosses 
must be checked for citizenship, 

“The United States restricts the entry af 
immigrants from Mexico,” he saic. “By immi- 
erant, I imenn a person coming inte the U.S. 
on 4 permanent basis, with the privilege of 
getting-a job. Many more want to come than 
are allowed, Visitors, with few exceptions, 
are forbidden to work on this side. 

“Back in 1951 we started a program allow- 
ing nonimmigrant fiell workers to enter in 
large numbers for seasonal labor. They were 
called braceros—losely, ‘strong arms.” They 
were issued permits and allowed to work 
under contrac A man entering illegally to 
work without a permit wascalled a‘wethack,’ 
—meaning, originally, that he waded across 
the Kio Corancde- 

“By 1965 the bracero program had ended. 
But) there are still employers who will hire 
illegal ahena if they can. The alien is often 
exploited because he's under constant threat 
of discovery und deportation. A rancher 
knows that such a man will work extra hard.

Established) in 1924 under the Bureau of 
Immigration, the United States Border Patrol 
watches over the 6,000 miles of barder shared 
bv the United States with Canada and Mex- 
ico, as well ae 2,200 miles of USS. coastline on 
the Gulf of Mexico and along Florida’s east 
coast. It numbers about 1,500 officers, the 
majority assigned to the Mexican boarder 
Well trained, fluent in Spanish, they rely on 
four-wheel-drive vehicles, boats; and planes 
in their search for illegal aliens (page 6046).

In a state park, they were from 1876 to 
1909 the maximum security prison for the 
Anzone Territory. 

Violence was an unavoidable part of tam- 
ing the country. The territory was not a 
Jawless land, bul jails were few and made- 
quate for anything beyond temporary cde- 
tention. Hemmed in by the Colorado and Gila 
Rivers and the open desert, Vuma offered. a 
good location for a penitentiary, and in April 
1876 the cornerstone was laid. 

Although considered by many to be the first 
public building of distinction in the territory, 
Yuma prison was called the “Hell Hole” by 
its mmates. The cells: were built of granite 
und there was littl air te cool them when 
temperatures soared whove 100 deerees, Con- 
victs spent long hours in the sun, breaking 
rock. In winter, nights were bitter. Tuhercu- 
losis took-a higher toll than executions. 

I walked into the remains of the solitary- 
confinement cell. A dark une airless cave, it 
was about ten by ten, carved into a hill, Old- 
timers said no man could spend more than o 
couple of days in tt and ¢ome out with his 
mind intact. 

But perhaps the best comment on what the 
Arizona Territorial Prison was like can be 
found in an anecdote Tread about a Yuma 
hanging. The prisoner approached the gal- 
lows with wemile, and tt-was on his face when 
the shen slipped the rope over his neck. 

“What's so funny?” asked the sheriff. The 
man turned for one last look at the prison. 

“You have to go back up there,” he saiel. 
“T don't” 

Seventy miles south of Voma the Colorado 
empties into the Gulf of California. For 
people living in the Imperial Valley «nel 
Yuma, the gulf is the closest ocean beach, and 
on wWoekermls the highways are filled with 
campers ard dune buggies:

Three or four bands crifted through the dirt 
etreets, roaming in and out of the cantinas, 
while Mexican and American families played 
on the beach, 

T hed a moment of frustration when a Mexi- 
can naval officer insisted | surrender my film 
because he thought I had photographed his 
guardhouse on the beach. It is illegal to photo- 
graph any military establishment in Mexico. | 
hiin’t, but my meager knowledge of Spanish 
wae not equal to the task of explaining, and 
he simply motioned to one of his men, who 
was pointing a submachine-gun at me. I had 
no choice but to grye him the film and walk 
awiy, discouraged at mv inalbtlity to com- 
municate. Later, Clem Wilson, a Spanish- 
speaking Mexican-American friend from the 
Imperial Valley, came to my rescue and 
retrieved my film: 

That night when the officer got off duty, 
he and mv friend ane | rede ina dune buggy 
toa cantina in the village, our light= falling 
softly on dust-clouded figures of children 
walking barefoot in the street. The cantina 
was filled with people dancing and drinking. 
In a corner of the room sat a tuba player. 
Streamers of vellow ctepe paper dangled 
from the celing above his head and a picture 
of the Last Supper hung on the wall beside 
him The offiver turned out to be a fine fellow, 
despite our earlier misunderstanding 

Much later that night [ lay in my sleeping 
bag on the beach beneath a clear sky. [t was 
aright when all the stars were within reach 
and the only sounds came from the soft lap- 
ping of water and from the music of the dis- 
tant cantina where my friends still danced,

the good of the state and country, and for the 
cool of the tribe. Amen” 

After Mass, Father Edward Schulz. OF M.. 
raplained some of the meaning behind his 
spectil praver (page 6.341. 

“Tt used to be that only a few Papago chil- 
dren would finish hich school, let alone goon 
to college. “They didn't care about school be- 
Cause thelr parents never went Now thes 

‘ant to finish high school and go bevond, and 
theyre going with the ides of using their 
knowledge not only for their own good, but 
for the good of the tribe. Pm more encowr- 
aftetl cow than I've ever been in 15 vears 
among the Papages And it's because of the 
outlook of the kicks They core.” 

There are 12 major sets of “sister cities” 
along the border, separated only by o fence 
or a niver, Although living under different 
eovernments, they shure commen problerns 
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Noriies Arivong, and its sister Novales, 
Sonar, are good examples: 

The economic heart of any border city is 
the wholesale and retail trade it hus with its 
neighbor Residents of Nogales, Sonora, a 
Well as many living deeper in the intertor of 
Mexico, do much of their shopping on the 
U.S. aide, Not because the prices are bower;

The best way to arrive in Peter's old 
capital is Wa the luxurious overnight train 
from Moscow, the Xraswayva Strela, or Red 
Arrew, As the locomotive eases into the Mobs- 
kovsky Voksal—the Moseow Station—you 
are introduced to Leningrad’s delightful chau- 
vinism; the public-ackiress system comes alive 
with the municipal anthem, Glitre’s “Hymn 
to the City.” My traveling companion, a Mus- 
covite, shrugged m-resignation, “That music!

The site intrigued Peter because it afforded 
Russia access to the Haltic Sea and, through 
it, to the technology, commerce, and cullure 
of the West, For the tear—who had traveled 
widely in Europe and even worked in a 
Dutch shipyard as a common laborer—hacl 
determined to Westernize his country, so 
long embalinecl in the feudal past. 

Leommenced my study of Leningrad where 
Peter hac commenced his city—at the Petre 
paviovskava Krepost. the Peter and Paul For- 
tress. From an tsliand hugging the bank of the 
Neva, the walls of the fortress—sixty feet 
thick—elower across the water (may, poure

644). But Peter and Pau! is saved from grim- 
ness by the steeple of the cathedral in its 
center; it looms thin and gold and vraceful 
above the bastions und ravelins, a spire of 
faith yearning toward henven. 

As the city of Petersburg grew, the fortress 
lost its strategic value and the tsar converted 
it into a jail fer political prisoners. Irenically, 
ane of its first occupants was Peter's own son 
Alexei. who had fallen owt with his father. 
Tortured repeated|y, the unhappy prince died 
in a casemate 

A Swise-Italian architect, Domenico Trez- 
fini, built the Peter and Paul Cathedral be- 
tween i714 and (733. It was the first church 
in Petersburg and, for a time, the tallest struc- 
ture in the Russian Empire: Except for Peter 
ET, all the tears from Peter the Great to Alex- 
ander Wl—together with members of the 
rovil families—tie entombedin the sanctuary. 

Here, in somber sepulehers of marble and 
jasper, sleep the tsars and grand dukes and 
duchesses. From the walls troop trophies 
seized from Russia's foes, faded regimental 
flazs that crumble quietly in the silence 
Crystal chandeliers gleam, and the gole leaf 
of the great iconostasms before the ‘altar 
reflects the light in-small shifting sunbursts. 
And, each day, excursioning workers from 
distant farms and Villages make their rewer- 
ent rounds, marveling at the «plendor of this 
imperial cathedral, at the burnished sarcoph- 
aguses of the dead despots. 

With a peculiarly royal spite, Peter caused 
his rebellious son Alexei to be buried beneath 
a stairway at the rear of the church. The tsar 
rensoned that, since the bell ringer mounted 
the steps cach diay, this would subject the 
prince's grave to the daily:and eternal dis- 
erace of being trodden by plebeian feet. 

Virtually the entire social and commercial 
life of Leningrad focuses on the majestic main 
thoroughfare, Nevsky Prospekt—Neva Ave- 
nue. Poet Alexander Blok called it “the most 
lwric street... .in the world.” [t runs from the 
Achmiralty, with its stiletto-slim spire of wold 
(preceding pages), to the great. complex of the 
Alexander Nevsky Monastery, Through mest

“The Hermitage is the national museum of 
the Soviet Union,” Mr. Susiov said. “We have 
more thicn 2,500,000 items, including §4,00%) 
BHntnes and 12,000 sculptures: Someone has 
calculated that if.a person devoted one minute 
to each object in our 400 display rooms, he 
would require }2 sears for his tour.” 

[ asked Air Susloav how the museum had 
acquired its enormous collection. 

“Much of it,” he replied, “represents the old 
roviel collection that became state property at 
the time of the Revolution, To us, the history al 
the Hermitage began in the year 1764 when 
Cytherine the Great purchased 225 paintings 
from o German dealer. She went on to buy 
heavily in the West, receiving excellent advice 
from her friends Voltaire and Diderot. Her 
aments, in fact, operated on a grand scale and 
often bourht complete collections, This is 
how we acquired our paintings: by Kem- 
brandt, Rubens, and Van Dyck. 

“Cur French bopressionists come from the 
povate collections of two wealthy pre-revolu- 
tionary Moscow merchants, Shchwkin and 
Morozov. In the early 1900's both were in- 
tensely interested in mocern art. They were 
buying the paintings of Matisse and Picasse 
when neither enjoved any popularity at all, 

“The painters they patronized,’ Mr. Suslov 
added, “steered them to vet other unrecog- 
nized geniuses—-Gauguin and Céranne. Ma- 
tisse had particularly good ties with the buv- 
ers. and wehave 35 of his paintings. The Soviet 
Government nationalized the collections ancl 
divided them between the Hermitage and the 





Pushkin Museum of Fine Arts in Moscow," 

Mr. Susloy stressed the wide range of the 
Hermitage’s activities, “We have o library of 
more thin 400,000 works, Each summer we 
send out 15 archeological expeditions to var- 
ous parts of the Soviet Union. We offer 1,500 
lectures a year here, and many of ws address 
wotkers al factories wand farms. For our mis- 
sion includes educating the public.”

With the encouragement of Dr. John T 
Emlen, my adviser at the University of Wi- 
consin, where | was a-gracduate student, and 
with the counsel of Dr, F. Carlos Lehmuann \, 
noted Colombian ornithologist, we had chosen 
the Rio Pasto area to begin our field! studies 
It is one of the few remaining retreats in 
Colombia where the once-plentiful birds con 
nest and forage, Perhaps no more than 2700 
remain in the country. Though mare numer- 
ous in Ecuador, Peru, Bolivia, Argentina, and 
Chile, they are threatened there as well. 

Should the condor disappear, man will be 
the poorer for the loss of a fascinating crea- 
ture. Further, he will be robbed of an im- 
portant link with earth's past As Dr 5S, Dil- 
lon Ripley, zoologist and Secretary of the 
simithsoninn Institution, puts it “The condor 
represents ...one of the very few remaining 
natural eenelic reservoirs, unchanged since 
Pleistocene times a million years ago, It 
should be preserved as a biological resource,” 


Condors Not Fooled by Man-made “Bush” 


During our first frusitating months in 
the field, we used a pop-tent blind, camou- 
faged with foliage, But it must have looker 
to the concdors ke « bush that had suddenly 
appeared.

Amid 
shouts from spectators the bull plunged and 
twisted and booked, trving to dislodge the 
bird, The condor's immense: wings flapped 
wildly as he sought to tree himself, biting at 
the bloody hide of the infuriated animal. And 
above the brassy music oof the Cuzco bands, 
two Wajra-pukaras moaned 


Freed Birds’ Flight Symbolizes Hope 


After 10 minutes both condor and bull were 
exhausted. The bull was roped wnd led away, 
the condor untied anc taken to a dark room 
Lo recuperate. Two dave later oll the fiesta's 
rondors were borie in pompous procession to 
the top.of a nearby peak for the derpradida, 
the farewell celebration 

Men and women in the procession sung 
and danced until the freed concdors—adorned 
with necklares: and tipsy from beimne fed che- 
cha, a native corn beer—at list took wing 
Then the villagers returned home. A good 
omen had been cast. The condor had met 
the bull, and he still few free 

In vears past the bull would have been sac- 
nficed after the condor’s ride. But today bulls 
are too few and too valagable. Time has altered, 
too, the villagers* concept of the festival, until 
few now are aware of the symbatism behine 
the confrontation of bird and least.

Time, however, tas not changed tle byar- 
ren landscape of the Paracas Peninsula, our 
major study area in Peru, Near the town of 
Pisco, an ancient people once Ashed the cole 
Waters Several times we camped amid their 
bones; ther 2.000-yenrold cemeteries: hacl 
been opened by archeological expecitions and 
treasure hunters secking the high-quality 
textiles preserved in the dry air of the tombs. 
Condor motifs fizmred in bewutiful tapestries, 
nnd in simple but expressive designs on the 
polychrome pottery in the reqion’s museums. 

We felt strangely close to this Paracas past 
when we watched condors glide along coastal 
breathes, soaring above naked bronze bodles 
of men overturning rocks in the surf in a 
acarch for octopus and ¢rabs—ana duily scene 
unchanged for thousands of vears. 


Beach Feeders Reveal Gliding Secrets 


One such beach gave us a unique opportu- 
nity to study closely the flight of conders. The 
mile-long strand separated two rocky prom- 
ontortes. Sea, breezes deflected! by the rocks 
produced updrafts that supported the con- 
ders. The birds crossed the beach regularly, 
always in a straicht line: thus we could record 
mativ aspects of condor thaht as they passer 
over. Anemometers rigged on a tower moni- 
tore wind conditions, When we have ana- 
lweed the chita, we will be able to compare the 
fight performance of the condor with that af 
other birds and of man-made glicers: 

CHE the coast of Peru vast numbers of sen 
birds feed on the abundant anchovy popula- 
tion, Penivians since the age of the Incas have 
mined the lavish stores of muane the birds de- 
posit” The most productive sites are islands 
off the Paracas Peninsula, where cormorants, 
pelicans, and gannets congregate. 
 Ciondors, turkey vultures, and gulls feed on 
these guano birds when they die. Condors alen 
have been seen cating eges and nestlings of 


commorant. Whirn the great vultures Ay over, 


hysteria erupts and many eges ore broken in- 
wlvertently by the parent wusno birds them- 
selves. However, an ecological study set up 
with the help of Dr. Juseph J. Hickey, who 
visited us from the University of Wisconsin 
for a week, argues that the condors pose no 
major threat to the guano bbircls. 
Methodicully during a six-month period 
Libby and [counted condors and made a food

birds, porpoises, and sea turtles, the primary 
fool was Sea lions—dewd adults washed up 
on beaches or young animals that had died on 
the birthing grounds. The number of condors 
appeared te be related to the number of sea 
lions available as food, 

Peru's Servicio Nacional de Fertilizuntes, a 
nationalized organization that mines the ferti- 
lizer deposits, conducts annual hunts for 
guano-bird predators—Peruvian gulls, kelp 
gulls, and condors. Thousands of gulls have 
been killed, but still they maintain sizable 
populations Condors, on the other hine, 
steadily decrease in numbers: One spring 
Libby and | went to Santa Rosa Island to sec 
a condor hunt. 

Maximileno Ormeno, the servicio's euard- 
ian on Santa Rosy, ic a likeable man who 
enjoys his lonely job. When he asked why we 
were stucying concors, | told him about our 
interes! in endangered species. I mentioned 
that in the United States only about 30 Call- 
fornia condlors remained. 

“Fifty!” he exclaimed. “Why, 1 kill that 
manyevery year.” He was proud 

“De concdors still get cegs and nestlings on 
your ishenct?” 1 askect. 

“No, there have been no condors on Santa 
Risa for six or seven years. | go to the main- 
land te shoot them.” 

“Ht they don't bother your birds here, why 
do you shoot them?" 

“Well, Pdon't want them to start again, But 
more important, condors are all] can get. See 
that ishind? The guardian there gets thou- 
sands of culls, There are no culls here. When 
the servicio’s biologist comes, I would have 
nothing to show for my work unless T went 
after the concors.”

Festive Air Ac Hes Hitual Killings 


A bizarre Peruvian event takes the lives of 
teri to fifteen condors a vear in public execu- 
tions held each February. Near the end of our 
ficldwork, Libby and I drove north into the 
mountains to the Callejon de Huavlas region 
to view these rites. | 

We had to hike seven miles to reach the vil- 
lage of Cashapampa, where an arrangue del 
condor—“pulling of the condor"—wes to 
occur, We arnived a bit early, and met an 
American missionary who talked with us 
about the fiesta. 

“The condor is trapped on the puna [table 
land |,” he sated. “Men waiting in a covered pit 
reach throuch a fist-size opening to grab the 
lee of any condor attracted to the bait.

Ii, therefore, the Channel Islands are not 
English and notin the Channel, what are 
they? They ore six major islands—Jersev, 
Ciuernsey, Alderney, Sark, Herm, and Jethou, 
each with tiny satellites. On any one of sum- 
mers many crystal-clear days (which the 
natives contrary insist portend six weeks of 
rain), the big islands all lie within sight of one 
another, with Jersey and Alderney, separated 
by 31 miles, the farthest apart. Together the 
islands comprise 75 square miles and support 
a population of £20,000, whe in the course of

Leaving for Jethou, D.was unable to make 
connections with the direct weekly boat. I 
therefore crogsed] to Guernsey, transferred to 
the Jethou ferry, ancl retraced my wake—a 
journey of seven miles to eo 400 yards. 

From the sen, 20-acre Jethou appears a 
barren hump ef rock, bul Mr. and Mrs: Angus 
Faed, who leased it in 1964, praverfully farm 
dt. The Fueds also operate the island’s ferry 
aod a pub-cafe. 

Jethou’s former tenants sometimes made 
the island pay in more colorful wavs. "Cal. 
Montague Fielden—he was tenant in the 
[870's.” Mr. Faed said, “he used to fre on 
massing fishermen. His lease was terminated 
when it turned out he had been using 
Jethou as a depot to smuggle brandy from 
France to Dorset.”
